PRINTING IN. CHINA. | 


WRIITEN FOR THE.“ SOOTTISH TYPOGRAPHI- 

* AL OMOULAR,”.BY @. MURRAY BALN,

Before describing: the modes of printing 
adopted by the Chinese, it may not be un- 
iuteresting to mention one or two facts on | 
the general subject’ of printing in China. 
According to the Rov. Mr Edkins, papor 
and ink wore used in Europe bofore tho 
Chinesv completed their improvements up- 


earlier times; The Romanus. are credited 
with having ‘sent to Coina a present. of 
30,000 sheets of strung brownish paper made 
uf tree-bark,in the year-a.p. 284; but the 
Chinese knew something'of.paper,, and: ara 
said to have. produced creditable sheets 
munde of bamboo, as early as a.b. 95. They 
aro said tq have improved upon the Roman | 
hint, however, and subsequently brought’ 
their paper manufacture to some degree of 

In the first century of tho 
era, thoy are suid to have made 
shisets of paper. from ten to twelve feat long, 
of the inner bark of bambvo: (which is the 
alptig ‘and the omega of the Chinese), sized 
with alia. and afterwards they came to 
utilise cotton, Hemp, and different straws 


for the -aame’ parpose, Jehgthening their 
sheets to forty: or fitty feet, and economis- 
ing by boiling'ip the old. paper, and mak- 
ing it anew” In Confucius’ time (8.0. 500) 
tlie-Chinese were innocent of. ink ant paper 
in the proper sens) ‘of the terms, their ‘ink’ 
béivg ‘then ‘a sort of paint, their ‘paper’ 
hamboo tablets, and their: ‘pen’ simply a 
short pointed’ stick; . Their ink, ‘or paint, 
‘is Supposed to have baun’ first introduced 
about 8.0. 1120, at which time’ it took the 
shape ofa black earth or stone, which was 
rubbed down: -{n/a.p,' 620, ink was made 
of lamp black from the pine,, burut oil, and 
musk ; and this coucuction was further per- 
‘fected in'a.p. 1070. Like everything elso 
in Olina, it is-invested - with’ an-eflicacy by 
native doctors .in: cages of -convulsion in 
children, but to Zuropean eyes seems car- 
tainly more caloulated to bring ou the di- 
sease it 1s said to cure.”

title-page of a book is left unprinted, and | 
painted on the cover in any: style the pur- 


chaser may wish, None of the Chinese yo"

“bound volume, becatike rarely is it encased 


in anything stronger than-a paper or ailk 
cover. “In sizés of volumes, however, they ~ 
vary in much’ the same ‘proportion ‘as in 
Europe, the sizes which. correspond with 
our'12mo and 16mo going by the name of 
‘sleove editions,’ they being so easily carried - 
in the capacious sleeves of the Chinaman’s 
toga—where ho invariably. also deposits his 
handkerchief, ¢ 
Tha mode of printing on blocks, so long 
practised by ‘the ‘Chinese, may be. now. 
riefiy described. It is said that block-cut- 
ting was first suggested to the Chinese by 
impressions taken from engraved stones in 
the 10th century.-.The Chinese bestow 
great pains on the formation. cf the written . 


-characters.of their language, of which they 


have six styles,:which may be conveniently 
designated under three general descriptions, 
viz. rounded characters (the oldest), square 
(which is the kind generally used in print- 
ing), and running'hand. Like the. Persiac 
and arrow-headed characters, - the origin of 
the written language in China is said to 
have been derived. from the footprint of a 
bird on the sand (thus +), and the Chinese 
is put down as the most ancient. This cha- 
racter has attained to its present‘ puzaling 
and almost innumerable furms from & source 
which was purely hieroglyphical—a fact ‘tho _ 
less ‘controvertibls, that one of tho Jesuit 
fathors'at Peking, anout a century ‘ago, ‘ea- 
tablished and demonstrated avery: striking 
‘similarity between ‘the atcient word-pic-. 
tures of China‘and the hieroglyphs of Egypt, 
But, to our printing: A block, made of the 
pear-or plum tree, having been procured, it 
is first planed smooth, and its’ surface -rub- 
bed over with rice-pasté, or other glutinous 
substance, both to smooth aid soften~it, 
Two pages (one leaf) of the, work: required 
to‘be printed, having been carefully trans- 


cribed by fine writers-on their transparent - ‘ 


paper, this aheet is placed face downwards 
upon the prepared. block-ere the: paste-is 
dried, whan it shortly adheres, When dry, 


the sheet is carefully. rubbed off the ‘block: 


by ‘the workmen’s fingers; and the: blook - 
then bears clearly the impross-of the writ- 
ten characters from the sheet. ‘The'block- 
cutter. then proceeds to.cut away all the 
blank spaces, léaving- the ‘charactera . im- 


‘pressed standiig out ‘in relief, and from 


these the printer. may at once proceed to 
take impressions,-aa no proof-sheats are te- 
quired: . ‘Che Chinese printer adopts a moat 
primitive:mode of press-work ; in fact, he 
has uo press, but still’ continues to take his 
impressions literally by hand. Having laid 
beforehim the out-block so that it will not 
‘shift,’ he gives it a rub across the.face with 
his ink-brush, places ‘over it his clean sheet 
Of paper, With another sheet on top’ aga” 
tympan, and then draws over that with'a 
sweep a heavy brush made of the taeng. 
tree, aud the impression’ is completed. So 
expert do those printers becume that tle 
can print off about 2000 leaves a-day ; and, 
from one block, it-is said that from 16,000 
to 25,000 impressions can be taken, after 
which the block may be touched up by the 
cutter, and a fow thousands more printed, 
A cheaper-and mote expeditious mode of 
block-cutting is adopted for some dosorip-. 
tions of work, viz., cutting out the block 
upon a surface consisting of yellow. wax on

Quetions, such’ as the. Court Circular of Can- 
ton (1p. 4to).. By tlie usual wooden-block 
system, by which only one leaf at atime can 
-be prodnced, it may easily be'supposed that 
a work of-any size remains for some time 
‘in the press ;? but there is one advantage 
attendaut: upon this mode, viz., that the 
printer can. priut hia copies ashe aells them, 
and need uot losk up much of hia capital by 
printing thousands of copies in anticipation 
of a demand: he thus reaps the. advantage 
of stereotyping, as his blocks may be brought 
into use when he choosed, or as the sale of 
his work-demands, Nees 
“Although, as before. stated; moveable 
wooden and metal type have been used by 
the Chinese for a long poriod of years, this 
more advauced mode of printing cannot be 
said to be the national syatem ; and, ‘in- 
deed, whon we consider the-fact that-no al 
phabvet of the Chineso language exists, such 
a state of things is not tu be wondered at, 
A. set. of Chinese type reqiisite for the 
printing of any work of oven: moderate ex- 
tent, must comprehend characters tothe 
number of some twelve to fifteen hundred ; - 

and, in .order: to execute any large work,’ 
not less than four thousand varieties would: 
be requited, aud ‘sorts’ would have to be 
ofton ‘ordered of new and: rare‘characters
